NORTHERN SPY:

Similar to Northern Spy, except that fruit is solid 
red instead of streaked. An excellent all around 
apple. 


RHODE ISLAND GREENING: 

A greenish yellow fruit which is large, firm sub- 
acid and juicy. The standard green apple for New 
York. Bears early. 


TWENTY OUNCE: 
As the name implies it’s a whopper of a big ap- 
ple, excellent for baking and liked for eating too. 


WEALTHY:
